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PREFACE 



To the brilliant array of Frankish jewels illustrated in 
the Catalogue of a collection of Merooingian antiquities 
belonging to J. Pierpont Morgan only one fault could be 
found by the exacting student : the absence of definite 
provenances for many of the items. The main object of the 
collector in acquiring the antiquities now described has 
been to complete his collections by bringing together in one 
room a large series of contemporaneous objects from a 
single burial-field. The possibility of such an important 
addition to the Baron collection of jewels was too tempting 
to be overlooked and the Queckenberg collection of 
Niederbreisig gave an excellent opportunity to complete a 
beautiful series of precious objects by a large collection of 
unquestionable scientific importance. 

Niederbreisig is a small village on the western bank of 
the Rhine, between Coblenz and Bonn, not far from 
Ahrweiler; it had been known for half a century as a finding- 
place of Roman antiquities {Bonner Jahrbilcher vii, 43-44 ; 
XXVI, 154; XXXI, 71; lxiii, 4-5; lxxxi, 2). But it is only 
about ten years ago that the local post-master Queckenberg 
excavated there a large Frankish cemetery. After his death 
(1909) the collection he had formed was offered for sale to 
several German Museums and was recently purchased by 
Mr J. Pierpont Morgan. 

The whole contents of Frankish tombs, male and female, 
are illustrated in the accompanying plates and shortly 
described in the following pages. Hairpins and ear-rings, 
paste necklaces and precious fibulae, armlets and finger- 



rings, iron belt-buckles inlaid with delicate gold and silver 
niello, bone hair-combs, bronze chatelaine-plaques, iron 
scissors and knives, innumerable small bronze ferrets and 
fittings from the shoes, belts and leggings, studs and 
buckles of every description, or to put it shortly, every 
portion of the male and female attire in which metal, stone 
or terra-cotta was made use of. 

The present catalogue could easily have been made 
three times as long, with cuttings from Lindenschmit's 
excellent Handbuch der deutschen Alterthumskunde (vol. I, 
Braunschweig, 1880-1889). But what is the use of repeating 
what has been most excellently stated elsewhere ? A pho- 
tograph is the best of all descriptions. I trust that the thirty- 
two plates inserted in this brief notice, although on a small 
scale, will prove of use to the American student and entice 
him to read up the copious German and French literature 
describing tlie Prankish burial-fields of the Rhenan provinces.
